But pas rather condemn d, as impious, inhuman, 
and barbarous, not only by their learned Men, but 
 Jikewiſe by their Popes and Councils themſelves. Tet, 
neverthele(s, the (54,40 and others of their Party 
ard Principles, do /fill teach and inculcate.the Law- 
Fulne( of that Diabolical Doctrine of. aſſaſi nating 
\Princes, &c. and endeavour inceſſantiy, by their pious 
Fraud and tying Calumnies, to ſow Seditzon and Diſ- 
affetion among the People, ſo as to raiſe them in Re-

4. theſe ſame Vriters 
bave. blaſphemouſly beſtom d upon him (the Pope) ſome 
of the peculiar Attributes of God; ſuch as Infallibi- 
lity, and an abſolute ſupernatural Power and Superi- 
ority over all the Emperors, Kings, and Princes of the. 
Earth; ſo as to depaſe, excommunicate, and damn 
them; . authorize their Subjects to rebel againſt and 
aſſalſi nate them, without Sin; and to diſpoſe of theiy 
VDominions as be thinks fit, in caſe they ſubmit not 
to his arbitrary Determination in all things whatſoever, 
both Spiritual and Temporal ;, which is the ſame as to 
have call d him, The King of Kings, and Lord of 
Lords, 1 Tim. vi. 15. Nor indeed do I ſee, that 
they fall any thing ſhort of giving him even that Title, 
when, in the beſt Edition of their Canon Law, con- 
frm'd by Pope Gregory XIII, and printed at Pa- 
ris, Anno 1612, they blaſphemouſly call him, Our 
Lord God the Pope! 1 
bus Pope Innocent III, in bis Letter to Philip 
King of France, (as Matthew Paris relates) calls 
the King of England, his Vaſſal and Slave. 
' Pope Alexander II. made an abſolute Donation 
of all the Weſt Indies, to Ferdinand King of Ca- 
ſtile, without knowing indeed what he thus gave away,

The Solemn Bulls that Pope Paulus III. iſud 4. 
$ainſt King Henry VIII; and Pope Pius V. againſt 
Queen Elizabeth, (promiſing, at the ſame Time, her 
Kingdoms of En land and Ireland to King Philip 
of Spam) and the Gun-Powder Plot, contriv d pur 
R © garrya 
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por on by the Jeſuits, (Parſtns and Garnet, N) 
are ſo notoriouſly known here, that I need ſcarcely 
make any Mention at all of them: ee 
But if theſe Doctrines ſhould fill be allom d to take 
Place, neither Popiſh nor Proteſtant Princes can be 
ſafe, longer thau they implicitly ſubmit to the abſolute 
Will and Pleaſure of the Pope, in all Things what- 
ſoeper, both Spiritual and Temporal. For tho Hen- 
ry III, and Henry TV of France, were neither 
Calviniſts nor Lutherans, bit declar'd Som of the 
Church of Rome; yet, becauſe they did not comply 
implicitly in all ſuch extravagant Meaſures as the 


Pope and his Party expected, they were ſucceſſively
